All  the  wny  through  the  ret 'em  pro- 
vincial election  campaign  candiilntpf* 
for  the  Social  Credit  administration  in 
power  were  a.«ked  to  say  what  they 
meant  by  "aocial  credit.*'  For  the  moat 
part  they  dodged  the  issue.  Premier 
Bennett  .said  that  the  cause  he  espoused 
stood  for  “sound  money.”  This  was 
refloated  by  Finani'e  Minister  Gunderson 
and  others  of  the  provincial  cabinet  dur- 
Inff  the  campaign.  The  administration  was 
retprned  to  power.  Now  Mon.  Kric  Martin, 
minister  of  health  and  welfare  in  the 
cabinet,  states  flatly  that  the  Social  Credit 
remedy  for  a businesa  reiession  which  ^hc 
forecasts  would  be  the  is.sue  of  "debt-free 
and  tax-free"  money.  In  other  words, 
printing  press  dollars. 

As  a member  of  the  provindal  cabinet 
Mr.  Martin,  of  course,  will  be  understood 
by  the  puhllr  to  voice  the  policy  of  the 
government  when  he  speaks  In  public,  and 
pspeciallv  so  when  the  remarks  are  made 
at  a federal  election  rally  in  support  of 
a Social  Credit  candidate.  The  ij«ue  then 


arises,  is  Mr.  Martin's  exposition  of 
"social  credit"  the  same  one  that  Premier 
Bennett  was  referring  to  when  he  called 
it  “.sound  money,”  and  does  the  minister 
of  finanie  hold  the  .same  views  on  "deiit- 
free  and  tax-free"  money  as  the  minister 
of  health  and  welfare? 

By  colncider>ce.  on  the  same  evening 
that  Mr.  Martin  was  foreseeing  "a  great 
economic  crash"  in  public,  a University  of 
Alberta  professor  speaking  before  the 
Victoria  Summer  School  for  Teachers  was 
pointing  out  the  new  and  latent  opportu- 
nities for  Canadian  development  In  the 
northwest  territories.  His  story,  however, 
wa.s  in  terms  of  work  done  and  energy 
applied  to  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country  Nor  did  the  lecturer  once  refer 
to  printing  press  money.  If  Mr.  Marlin 
would  really  like  to  know  what  becomes 
of  paper  scrip  that  Ls  Issued  by  a govern- 
ment to  fill  “dericits,"  let  him  read  the 
history  of  the  American  Civil  War.  “Con- 
federate dollars"  are  still  remembered  by 
their  great  numbers  and  their  utter  lack 
of  any  value. 


Aiding  the  Hungry 


A great  many  airy  views  are  expressed 
about  feeding  foreign  peoples  badly 
In  need  of  provisions.  The  rievcnt  urge 
of  course  fo  help  starving  or  ncar-siarv- 
Ine  populations,  but  this  is  not  accom- 
plished hy  waving  a wand  or  even  by 
sending  a train  or  shipload  of  provisions 
There  are  always  practical  and  politk*al 
conrideratlons  to  he  overcome. 

In  Vam'ouvcr  the  other  day  Mr,  Harold 
Wlm’h  criticized  the  scale  of  defense 
armament.s  in  Canada.  Impiving  that  the 
best  kind  of  defense  would  be  to  help 
other  countries  tn  need.  This  could  be 
done,  he  said,  by  taking  a few  hunrlred 
mlllion.s  and  giving  it  to  the  htingiy 
nations  of  the  world.  This  is  an  admirable 
sentiment,  hut  what  if  the  hungry  nation 
or  rather  the  government  of  that  nation 
which  for  operative  purposes  means  the 
same  thing,  refuses  the  help?  India  once 
declined  the  offer  of  Canadian  wheat  to 
offset  a reported  famine.  There  Is  also 
the  present  situation  in  IXst  CfCrmany 
The  United  States  has  offered  to  come  to 
the  rescue  of  the  needy  people  of  that 
part  of  Ciormany.  and  in  fact  Ls  rushing 
food  supplies  to  its  border,  but  the  Soviet 
rulers  angrily  relect  the  offer. 

What  shotild  the  United  States,  or  the 


west  as  a whole,  then  do’  Force  Its  aid 
on  Fast  Germany  by  some  at  pre.senl 
unknown  means*  Arid  If  the  food  could 
he  forced  on  an  unwilling  Soviet  regime 
how  can  anvone  be  sure  it  wmild  be  given 
to  the  individuals  who  need  it?  Mr. 
W’alter  Reuther,  prominent  American 
trade  union  leader  now  in  Europe  and 
a man  of  similar  social  ideals  to  Mr 
W’inch,  touched  on  this  point  when  he  said 
last  week  that  when  offering  food  to 
oppressed  F^ist  Germans  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  it  did  not  end  up  In  Soviet 
warehouses. 

Now  a safeguard  of  that  kind  is  not 
eas>’  to  as.sure;  in  fart  It  Is  almost 
impossible.  Soviet  officials  are  not  likely 
to  stand  Idly  by  and  let  western  officials 
roam  freely  at  will  in  East  Germany  dis- 
tributing mateiial  aid  as  they  see  fit.  and 
It  does  ill  service  to  ignore  such  a perti- 
nent aspect  of  the  subject. 

The  pity  of  It  all  Is  that  human  hunger 
like  almost  everything  else  In  the  Inter- 
natiorvil  realm  nowadays,  has  been  en- 
meshed in  the  maelstrom  of  the  cold  war. 
as  the  case  of  East  Germany  shows.  The 
situation  U not  improved  by  thoughtless 
reference  to  It  as  a criterion  in  connection 
with  the  Canadian  defense  effort. 


Why  This  Added  Delay? 


After  having  promised  to  decontrol 
milk  prices  above  the  producer  level 
— during  the  spring  session  of  the  legis- 
lature and  again  throughout  the  election 
campaign-  -the  Social  Credit  government 
appears  to  have  had  some  second  thoughts 
on  the  stih|ecl.  These  definite  promises 
which  everyone  was  led  to  believe  would 
have  gone  Into  effect  month.s  ago  and 
which  could  very  well  have  had  a material 
Inriucnce  on  the  result  of  the  election,  now 
have  l>een  withdrawn.  Instead.  Agrinrl- 
ture  Minister  Kiernan  has  announced  that 
before  the  government  does  anything  one 
way  or  the  other  a inibllc  hearing  will  be 
conducted  t>y  the  provincial  milk  control 
board,  as  requested  by  the  B.C.  Federa- 
tion of  Agriculture  and  certain  dairy 
interests. 

This  may  appear  to  be  fair  and  demo- 
cratic, but  on  reflection  and  examination 
of  the  history  of  milk  control  in  thi.« 
province  It  U more  likely  to  strike  the 
public  as  just  one  more  stall.  W’ith  the 
prt«5slble  exception  of  freight  rates,  there 
have  been  more  hearings  on  milk  prices 
and  the  general  principle  of  governmental 
control  than  on  any  other  recent  question 
affecting  public  welfare.  Times  without 


number  every  conceivable  aspect  of  milk 
control  has  been  examfn<^  and  re- 
examined hy  the  hoard— repeatedly  when 
the  hoard  con.sisted  of  one  member,  and 
all  over  again  when  it  was  enlarg^  to 
three.  By  this  time  the  hoard  must  have 
on  file  a volume  of  suhmi.ssions,  evidence 
and  opinion  from  all  sides  big  enough  to 
choke  a dairy  herd. 

What  more  can  yet  another  hearing 
add  to  the  sum  of  information  already  in 
the  board's  hands,  and^what  useful  pur- 
pose can  this  further  postponement  of 
decision  serve?  If  this  were  a question 
of  price  revision  there  might  be  some  j>oint 
to  it;  but  it  is  not.  TTie  sole  point  at 
l.vue  Ls  whether  or  not  it  is  desirable  or 
necessary  in  the  public  interest  that  milk 
at  the  con.sumer  level  should  continue  to 
be  controlled  by  the  government.  It  is  a 
question  of  principle  which  has  been  can- 
va.vsed  exhaustively— and  one  might  say 
exhaustingly  — on  innumerable  ocrasinnF 
in  the  past.  Surely  the  government  should 
he  able  to  make  up  Its  mind  without 
dragging  this  thing  through  the  long  and 
expensive  process  of  another  repetitive 
hearing  the  findings  of  which,  if  past 
experience  is  any  gauge,  might  not  be 
completed  for  months.

The  Canadian  Broadcasting  Cor- 
poration has  amervled  Its  regu- 
lations to  allow  twice  as  much  ad- 
vertising time  per  hour  as  has  been 
theoretically  permissible  hitherto.  It 
has  also  extended  Uie  hours  during 
which  spot  announcements  might  be 
broadcast.  Formerly,  this  type  of  ad- 
vertising wai  prohibited  in  the  eve- 
ning 

At  first  glsn^e,  to  permit  three 
minutes  of  advertising  In  each  quar 
lerhouT  of  hrosdeast  time  wmuld 
seem  an  intolerable  Imposition  on  the 
listener  But  artiially.  the  change  will 
not  be  noticed,  as  moat  of  the  sta- 
tions using  spot  announ«'ements  have 
been  breaking  the  regulations,  un- 
theckeU,  for  yexrt.  Thus,  the  gener- 


ualiy  of  the  CBC  is  a mere  formality. 
It  has  simply  abandoned  the  pre- 
tense of  protecting  the  listener's  in- 
terest against  excessive  commercial- 
ization.
